Warren M. Persons, 
Changes Outlook 


By TALBOT LAKE 


ROFESSOR IRVING FISHER, of 

Yale, is the chief proponent 
of what is called the commodity 
dollar, which means simply that 
the value of a dollar would be 
based on its purchasing power in 
commodities. This theory is con- 
sidered far from conventional 
economics, and the professor has 
had some difficulty in acquiring 
followers. That makes it more 
than unusual to find he has a 
backer in Warren M. Persons, 
who has just helped to organize 
the American Economics Foun- 
dation. 

Mr. Persons has a reputaton of 
being a right wing economist. He 
has been intent on keeping the 
Government out of business, and 
has gone along in the old meth- 
ods of handling supply and de- 
mand problems. 

There is something else out of 
line in Mr. Persons’s latest con- 
nection. The Atmerican Econom- 
ics Foundation, whose purpose it 
is “to secure for the American 
people the economic benefits of 
sciencé and invention,” has is- 
sued a prospectus which includes 
several other heretical ideas — 
heretical, that is, in comparison 
with Mr. Persons’s former credo. 
The Foundation. for instance, 
champions the.independent man- 
ufacturer against “patent pool 
monoplies.” It maintains “the 
improper use of the patent de- 
vice by certain groups intrenches 
monopoly, brings about monopo- 
listic control of industry and 
prices, and exploits consumers.” 

Mr.. Persons, who steps for- 
ward On this platfotm, is a mid- 
die: Wésterfer, born,in Wisconsin 
and educated at the University 
of Wisconsin. After tedchiiig at 
other Universities, he, was profes- 
sor, of economics at Harvard 
from 1919 to 1928. He retired to 
set himself up as a consultant in 
economics, which is his real bus- 
ness. He is the author of “Fore- 
casting Busihess Conditions” and 
several other books. His connec- 
tion with the Foundation is as

Montpelier Mousse 

Heat one cup maple syrup in 
a double boiler. Pour a small 
amount over the yolks of four 
eggs that have been beaten un- 
til thick and lemon colored. Stir 
vigorously while pouring, then 
return to the double boiler and 
cook until slightly thickened. 
Cool slightly and add a dash of 
salt and one cup cream whipped 
until stiff. Place in the freezing 
tray of your refrigerator or pack 
in ice and salt .and let stand 
three or four hours or until firm. 

Maple-Nut Biscuits 

For quick biscuits use the pre- 
pared biscuit ‘mixture. If you 
like to mix your own, use two 
cups sifted cake flour, two tea- 
spoons combination-type baking 
powder and one-half teaspoon 
salt. Cut im, six tablespoons 
shortening and milk enough to 
make a soft, dough that is easily 
handled. Roll the. dough about 
one-half inch thick and spread 
with one-fourth- cup softened 
butter.

HEN there is anything to be 
done and mother calls on 
Gladys to. help the child invari- 
ably answers, “I ain tiréd moth- 
er.”
